Home-Made Fire Extinguishers 


A simple fire extinguisher may be 


made at home, and if kept always on 
band, will sometimes prove of great 
value.

Dissolve 


these in seven gallons of water. Put 
in -thin glass bottles holding a quart 
each, cork tightly, and seal to pre- 
vent evaporation. When a flre breaks 


out, throw one of these bottles so that 
it will break In or near the flames, or; 
if this Is not possible, break oft the 
neck of the bottle and scatter the. con- 
tents on the 
fire.

If, on the other hand, the soil is quite 
unfavorable, but near a good market 
and available supply of manure, it IB 
comparatively easy to make a finan- 
cial success of market gardening. 
It 


is Important, however, to select soils 
which ars naturally loose and friable 
If a mixed line of gardening Is to be 
followed 


In preparing beds for 
flowers 
it 


should be remembered that most flow- 
ers which produce 
a yellow 
bloom 


should not have much organic mat- 
ter In the soil. Red or purple flowers 
will do best on a. soil with a reason- 
able amount of organic matter, and 
plants which are grown for tbelr foli- 
age should be attempted only on rich 
soils. We speak of that now because 
this is the ideal time to prepare next 
year's flower beds. 


If you have only common 
cows, 


breed them 
to a male of standard 


dairy breed and the result will give 
grade 
animals. 
These 
hall-blood 


grade animals bred in the same line 
will give animals more nearly 
pure 


bred, and this breeding and selection 
with judgment will result In a herd of 
high producing animals that will make 
money for the breeder or the man who 
buys them. 


Trimming the orchard Is imperative 


and trimming the hedge rows is just 
as Important. An untrimmed orchard 
not only fails to produce fruit but is 
also unprofitable In the 
shabby 
ap- 


pearance It gives the farm. The un- 
trimmed hedge Is even 
more objec- 


tionable as one gets his first impres- 
sion from the outside. 


Humus 
making

grasses as timothy, clover, blue grass, 
brome grass and alfalfa.

found that grass land plowed and put 
into crops is under better conditions 
of moisture and freer from weeds than 
land that has grown grain continu- 
ously.

"greens," the crop is one that requires 
so little care and is so sure 
that it 


will pay anyone handy to a market 
to sow some for sale.

a horse that is "as sound as a roach." 


We frequently see young colts fol-

hot weather. Useless and poor busi- 
ness. 


Generally -when the comb of a fowl 


is bright colored, showing it to be full 
of blood, the fowljs in a healthy con- 
dition and the fowls, are usually ac- 
tive. 


Grass, clover, corn fodder and cow 


peas, when fed in green state, are rel- 
ished by farm animals much more than 
after they are cured. 


To groom the horse well after hard 


work, does not only clean'the skin, but 
it prevents various parasitic diseases 
of the skin.

And 
you get full value for the entire crop 
when used In this manner. 


It takes two-thirds of all the good 


cow eats to keep her alive and with- 
out loss of flesh, and the other third 
of ordinary good rations to enable her 
to give milk. 
The expense of two- 


thirds of the money earning rations 
has to be incurred when the cow is 
earning nothing. 


Angora goats of both sexes 
will 


sometimes breed 
when five months 


old, 
and often at six months, but from 


the fact that they are at this age but 
a month or two from weaning time 
and are not nearly full grown, it is ob- 
vious that they should not be permit- 
ted to breed. 


With native grass lambs 
or 
with 


lambs fresh from the range country, 
it would not be advisable to begin 
heavy grain feeding when first placed 
in the dry lot, as an abrupt change is 
not conducive to the best health nor 
to the best future gain with any class 
of animals. 


With the present short pastures and 


promised advent of extremely dry, hot 
weather, it must be remembered that 
now is the opportune time to feed the 
sweet fodder corn we urged you to 
plant through tly.se 
columns 
last 


spring for soiling purposes. 


The profit from poultry 
depends 


upon economical feeding, from utili- 
zing materials which would otherwise 
be wasted. 
When grain 
must 
be 


bought for supplying their principal 
needs close figuring is necessary to 
avoid loss. 


Do not let the radishes that were 


left for seed become too ripe before 
the seed is gathered. 
When the pods 


break the seeds spread over a great 
deal of ground and are equal ..to a 
weed pest the following year. 


In dressing fowls for market it pays 


to be particular in dressing them. A 
well dressed, dry picked fowl should 
jring several cents more per pound 
:han one that has Its skin torn and 
ots of pin feathers on it. 


TJnless a person is willing to pay 


attention to little details and 
not 


only do them once but as often as oc- 
casion may require, it would hardly 


advisable for them to undertake 


poultry keeping for profit. 


The young bees, hatched from Au- 


gust first on, will constitute the colo- 
ny to be wintered, and for this rea- 
son It is wise to see that much brood 
s ready, even if we have to resort to 
stimulative feeding. 


Do not allow the pullets to get too 


fat, 
as it will set them back in ma- 


ting a. start at egg production. Be- 
sides, this overfat is apt to create too 
much animal heat, which often results 
n a molt out of season. 


A clover crop in 
which 
Bladder 


Campion is prevalent should be cut 
early for hay, then deeply plowed and 
thoroughly fallowed during the bal- 
ance of the season, preparatory to a 
hoed crop. 


Water is a necessary constituent of 


milk and the cow must have it during 
the time It is being 
manufactured. 


The best plan Is to have a supply 
where she can have access to it at al' 
times. 


In raising iate hatched chicks It If. 


always best to have separate quarters 
for them where they 
will 
not 
be 


trampled down and their feed stolen 
by the older and stronger birds. 


If possible, keep the bees from cas- 


ting more than one swarm, and you 
are certain, in a normal season, to 
get a nice surplus of honey. 


Keep a few cats In the barns and 


give them milk at each milking. They 
will destroy the rats which eat the 
grain that lays in the barn. 


Take a mallet and sharp chisel and 


trim the horses' feet.

pupils Iu passing expose to vlow the palms of tho hands and tho wrists, 
with tbo lingers of one hand pull down the eyelid, exposing the conjunctiva, 
opou tho mouth and put out the tongue and iu tho oasu of girln, lift up tho 
buck hair. 
This hurried inspection should bo mado without touchiug tho 


pupils, 
Skin discuses, eye diseases, ami evidence of scarlet fovor and 


measles, especially in tho couvitloBOOut stage, oauiu this manner bo detected 


In making throat examinations the wooden tongue blades supplied by 


tho department muBt bo used only once and then burned. Aseptic methods 
must bo employed iu all oxumiuatiouB.

as ovidouooB of treatment are shown. 


It a child la excluded brief but sulllciont reason therefore must bo 


written ou the oxoluslou circular and the card attached, 
Tho former is 


sent homo addressed in a sealed envelope, aud tho latter filed at the school. 


Inspectors ore uot to make auy suggestions as to the treatment or man- 


agement of pupils who are sick. 
In all oases the medical inspector ahull 


scrupulously roapoot thojrights of tho family physician. 


Ohildrou recovering from uieasloa, ohiokou pox, scarlet 
fovor, diph- 


theria, and Buinll pox must uot re-enter school without a permit from tho 
Health Department. 


Ohildrou roturulug after mumps and whooplug cough may bo read- 


mitted at the discretion of tlio Health Oflioor. 
Those exposed to diphtheria 


should bo excluded one week from last exposure. 


Measles, oases tunat be excluded at least 8 weeks aud longer if there uro 


present bronchitis, iuilamaCiou of the throat, noao or abscess of the our. 
Those exposed to measles should be excluded one week from date of last 
exposure, unless a clear history of a previous attack can bo obtained. 


Whooping cough cases should be excluded until after the spasmodic 


attiKO of tho cough, usually about 8 weeks. 
Those exposed to it should bo 


excluded 2 weeks from date of last oxpoanre, 


Mumps—excluded one week after the swelling 1ms subsided. 
Those 


exposed to uiumpa should bo excluded 10 days from date of lust exposure. 


Olilolcen pox—exclude until all scabs are off and akin smooth. 
Rotheln, Gorman measles—exclude from Bohool 10 days. 
Those ex- 


poaod muat be excluded 10 claya from date of last exposure. 


Oases of tonsillitis are excluded on tlio clinical evidence alone and 


should remain excluded until all throat symptoms have completely dis- 
appeared.

The inspector will visit the school, stand with lus back to a window 


aud have all the pupils of each room file past him for inspection. 
The 


pupils in passing expose to view the palms of the hands and the wrists, 
with the fingers of one hand pull down the eye lid, exposing the conjunctiva 
open the mouth and put out the tongue and in the case of girls lift up the 
back hair. 
This hurried inspection should be made without touching the 


pupils. 
Skin diseases, eye diseases, and evidence of scarlet fever and 


measles, especially in the convalescent stage, can in this manner be detected 


In making throat examinations the wooden tongue blades supplied by 


the department must be used only once and then burned. Aseptic methods 
must be employed in all examinations. 


OASES TO BE EXCLUDED. 


Children showing signs or symptoms of small pox, diphtheria, scarlet 


fever, measles, chicken pox, whooping cough, mumps, or acute tonsilitis. 
Oases of pediculosis, with live pediculi. 


Cases which have been flagrantly exposed to the above diseases, (ex- 


cept acute tonsilitis) until the incubation period has been passed. 


Children affected with contagious eye and skin diseases and dormant 


pediculosis, who have persistently refused to undergo treatment. 


CASES TO BE REFERRED TO THEIR OWN PHYSICIAN. 


Acute conjunctivitis; pediculisis; skin diseases including ringworm, of 


the scalp, face or body, scabies, '.favus, impetigo, molliscum, contagiosum 
and discharging ears. 
These children are re-examined on the next visit and allowed to attend 


school as long as treatment is continued. 
Children affected with Trachoma 


are referred to their own physician and are allowed to attend school as long 
as evidences of treatment are shown. 
If a child is excluded brief but sufficient reason therefore must be 


written on the exclusion circular and the card attached. 
The former is 


sent home addressed in a sealed envelope, and the latter filed at the school. 


Inspectors are not to make any suggestions as to the treatment or man- 


agement of pupils who are sick. 
In all cases the medical inspector shall 


scrupulously respect thefrights of the family physician. 


Children recovering from measles, chicken pox, scarlet 
fever, diph- 


theria, and small pox must not re-enter school without a permit from^the 
Health Department. 
Children returning after mumps and whooping cough may be read- 


mitted at the discretion of the Health Officer. 
Those exposed to diphtheria 


should be excluded one week from last exposure. 


Measles, cases must be excluded.at least 8 weeks and longer if there are 


present bronchitis, inflamation of the throat, nose or abscess of the ear. 
Those exposed to measles should be excluded one week from date of last 
exposure, unless a clear history of a previous attack can be obtained. 


Whooping cough cases should be excluded until after the spasmodic 


ataee of the cough, usually about 8 weeks. 
Those exposed to it should be 


excluded S weeks from date of last exposure. 


Mumps—excluded one week after the swelling has subsided. 
Those 


exposed to mumps should be excluded 10 days from date of last exposure. 


Chicken pox—exclude until all scabs are off and skin smooth. 
Rotheln, German measles—exclude from school 10 days. 
Those ex- 


posed must be excluded 10 days from date of last exposure. 


Cases of tonsillitis are excluded on the clinical evidence alone and 


should remain excluded until all throat symptoms have completely dis- 
appeared.

"Thoy take along their sowing or embroid- 


ery and sit an hour or two over their cup of 
coffee or glass of beer.

they take tholr work and spend hours day 
after day listening to the music. You can sponcl 
an nftornoon listening to beautiful music, a 
magnificent orchestra with fine vocal artists, 
for IB cents. That Is an Illustration of some' 
of tho things that help to exile Americans.

see tho cafo crowded with German women tak- 
ing tholr afternoon too.

women aro more domestic than Gorman, be-

Me- 
roe and Askum. There la no definite, evidence 
th-it either of these Included at. any tlmo till 
tho territory between the southern border ot 
Egypt- and Hab el Mandeb. 


Mready In the time of the old umpire tho 


Egyptians had relations with their southern 
neighbors. From the forests of Nubia they ob- 
filnecl a largo proportion of their timber, and 
the city of \bu (Elephantine) derived its name 
from the Ivory which found Us way to this 
place from tho Interior of Africa. 
King Uncas 


(c r'00-32150 B. C.) employed warriors belong- 
ing to six Nubian tribes In his war upon the 
Bedouins. 
Tho early pictorial representations 


of Nubian archers do not suggest 
that 
they 


\V«M"O negroes. A regular conriuest of the coun- 
try smith or Syonc apparently was not under- 
taken until tho twelfth dynasty (c. 2522-232.1). 
The most powerful Nubian people at this time 
\vas Knsh or Kosh. the Hebrew Gush. 
It Is 


probable, that tho stock was originally Hamltlc. 
thoiiKh in course of tlmo it absorbed various 
Negrltlc tribes. 
XTscrtesen TH (c. 2-IOO-2:!72) 


established his frontier north of tho second 
cataract and built for Its protection two forts 
at Somneh and Kutumeh on opposite sides of 
the river. Whether the Hyksos kings over held 
possession of this territory la doubtful. 
At any 


rate It had to be reorganized by Aahmes (1575- 
1553), tho founder of the eighteenth dynasty 
nnd lils successors. 
Napata ptobably had been 


the capital of the Independent kingdom, since 
it was made the residence of the viceroy, en- 
titled prince of Kosh, who governed the new 
Egyptian province. In the time of Uamosos II 
there was an unsuccessful rebellion. Planch! :, 
who seems Vo have reigned In Napata since 777, 
availed himself of tha weakness of Egypt at the 
c-nd of the reign of Uasarken 111 to make an In- 
vasion of Egypt. 
He defeated twenty petty 


rulers and forced a treaty. Shabaka, u grand- 
tion of I'lanchl. united all Egypt with Ethiopia 
under one crown.

Tho kings. Arura. Har- 


siot, Nastasc-n, who reigned In the fifth and 
fourth centuries, conciuered considerable ter- 
ritory south of Meroe In Seiinur and Kordofan, 
and possibly In Abyssinia. 
While the suzer- 


ainty of the Ptolemies seems to have been rec- 
ogni/ed for religious reasons, King Ergamenes, 
by putting to death the priests who had de- 
manded that he should abdicate In the time o£ 
Ptolemy IV Philopator (221-20-1), paved the way 
for Independence. Ptolemy V. Eplphanes (204- 
IS.l) was able to resist hla attack upon Egypt, 
but not able to prevent his asserting ot sover- 
eignty In Ethiopia.

havo extended her power in the north, and 
twenty-five provinces are said to have beeu 
tributary to her.

On a marble throne In Adulis, Cosmos 


Jndicopieustes found and copied in the sixth 
century an inscription commemorating the power 
of a great king whose name Is not given. He 
Is supposed by some scholars to be the founder 
of the Astumite kingdom, but it is more prob- 
able that he reigned at the end of the third 
century A. D. King Aizana is known to havo 
reigned in the year A. D. 356. 
In his time 


Frumentlus preached Christianity In the coun- 
try. The political relations that had long ex- 
isted between Askum and Rome were such as 
to favor his mission. 
In. 378 Askum was re- 


duced to Its African territory. 
In A. D. 525 


Elesbaas, king of Askum, with the aid of the 
Sabaen and Hadramautian rulers, made an 
end to the Himyarite kingdom of Dhu Nuwas, 
and Ethiopia again controlled Arabian territory. 
Before the end of the century, however, the 
Askumites were driven back to Africa, and 
never again extended their conquests to Arabia 
According to a letter addressed to a king of 
Nubia In the time of the Patriarch Philotheus 
of Alexandria (980-1002), preserved In the four- 


teeuth century "Life of the Patriarchs" and 
the "Ethlopic Synaxar," a woman who reigned 
over the Beni el Hamuna had recently invaded 
the country, burned the churches and monas- 
teries, and driven him. from place to place. Ma- 
rianus Victor speaks of this woman as the foun- 
der of the Zague dynasty, and as having mar- 
ried a ruler of the province of Bugna, a name

reigned until 1270. 


The earliest monuments of Semitic speech in 


Ethiopia are tho Inscriptions found at Yeha. 
These are written in the consonantal Sabaen 
script and Indicate that the writers used tho 
lesna Gees, the language of Semitic Ethiopia, 
as early as the seventh century B. C. Geez 
is today represented by two dialects, Tigre and 
Tigrai or Tigrina.

Tigre, and the former is spoken In the districts 
north and northwest of Tigre, and shows great 
similarity to the old Geez.

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"I believe that the typical.German bausfrau 


is a myth," said a New York woman who re- 
turned the other day from a year's residence 
in Germany. 
"I don't see how the average 


German woman flnda any time to be a haus- 
frau. 
I sometimes wondered -when tbo Ger- 


man woman found time to do anything at 
home. 


"I spent eight months in Berlin with my 


daughter, who was studying music. 
From 


eleven to twelve in the morning the cafes 
were packed with German women, who go out 
to take their second breakfast in the public 
restaurants, a thins unknown in America. 


"They take along their sewing or embroid- 


ery and sit an hour or two over their cup of 
coffee or glass of beer. At the concerts, too, 
they take their work and spend hours day 
after day listening to tire music. You can spend 
an afternoon listening to beautiful music, a 
magnificent orchestra with fine vocal artists, 
for 16 cents. 
Th-at is an illustration of some 


of the things that help to exile Americans. 


"At three in the afternoon again you will 


see the cafe crowded with German women tak- 
ing their afternoon tea. 
I think American 


women are more domestic than German, be- 
cause I never heard of American women who 
left their homes In the evening to pass the 


time at the club. 
A German friend took mo 


one evening to the German women's club. The 
club has a magnificent suite ot apartments. In- 
cluding auditorium, reading room, parlor, cafe 
and smoking room. 


"When she took me Into the last apartment 


It almost feazed me for a minute. It was blue 
with smoke. 
I had never before seen a room 


filled with elegantly gowned, cultivated women 
all smoking. These were the wealthy society 
women of Berlin, titled some of them. 


"They were cosmopolitan in their dress anc 


manners and did not present any striking 
points of dtfferencs from the American women 
except In the smoking. 
It made the occur- 


rence of last summer, when our Immigration 
officials detained a second class passenger, a 
woman art dealer, for Inquiry Into her sanity 
because she smoked cigarettes, appear very 
funny In retrospect. 


"The German women's clubs, like those of 


the Englishwomen, are based on the same prin- 
ciple as men's clubs; these are places for so- 
cial enjoyment and for the convenience of 
members in taking meals, entertaining friends 
and so on. They do not take up work in study, 
philanthropy, reform and so on. like the worn 
en's clubs in America."

the worry of a legal battlo which the 
county commissioners brought to com 
pel him und others of his tribe to paj 
taxes on their InndB. 
They dnlraed 


tho lands to bo exempt because of Ihr 
treaties by which they woro deeded 
to them by the government. 
When 


his fortune had dlsapponrerl tlio Bull 
wns 
compromised, nnd 
his peoplt 


should bo exempt for Ion years. 


Whon this decision was announced 


Chief Godfroy aclvnnced to tho bench 
nnd, in a voice trembling with omo- 
tlon, laid his story of wrongs. 
The 


nged chief told how tho poor Indians 
had again boon crushed and humili- 
ated by the cruel "pale face;" how 
they had lost their lands nnd t h e i r 
rights. 
When he had finished he 


strode from tho courtroom with nil 
tho dignity becoming a groat chief, 
but from that moment until he died 
he seemed oppressed with grief. 
He 


died without nny property. The "Last 
of the Mlamls" has gone to the "Hap- 
py Hunting Grounds."

rights. 
When he had finished he
